WITH DESPERATE NEGRO 


Columbia, 8. C., November 9.—(8pecial.) 
Constable Thomas E. Dennis, of Florence, 
has demonstrated that he ix a hard and 
plucky fighter, 1d a negro, supposed 
to be the murderer of a convict guard 
named Carter in Marlboro county, has 
created astonishment by the manner in 
which he bears wounds with secming in- 
difference. : 

Yesterday the constable attempted to 
arrest the négro at a water tank on 
the Atlantic Coast Linc, several miles 
from Florence, and after a hard fight 
did succeed in getting the handcuffs on 
him. While coming to jail the prisoner, 
by a supreme effort, wrenched one hand 
free, and with the steel handcuffs bat- 
tered the constable on the head: Deus 
drew his pistol and fired, the bullet pass- 


ing through the negro’s thigh. Then they 
closed, The negro was large and ppwer- 
ful, and with the steel handcuffs beat the 
officer over the head, cutting him in 
many places. Both were red with blood. 
Dennis fired several shots, but without 
effect, the negro holding him too closely. 
Finally the negro, wresting the pistol 
from the officer, broke away and fied. 

Nearly fainting; Dennis went for a 
horse and bloodhounds. He returned 
with the party, the dogs took the track 
and ran down the negro in a settlement 
two miles distant.

He was shot 
in the neck with a winchester and then 
plastered with duck shot. Only then did 
he surrender.

Several Guns Belonging to the Boers | 


Were Taken. 


About Thirty Boers Killed, While 
Many Were Wounded and « 
Taken Prisoners. 


Bothavilie, November 8.—There has been 
heavy fighting since November 6th, re“ 
sulting in the defeat of the Boers, who 


lost twenty-three killed, thirty wounded 


and one hundred taken prisoners. Seven 
of their guns were also captured. The 
British lost three officers and four men 
killed. 
Roberts Reports the Battle. 

London, November 9.—Lord Roberts, tel- 
egraphing from Johannesburg under date 
of November sth. gives detalis of the de- 
feat of the Boers near Bothaville, and 
adds to the facts already known, the fol- 


lowing: 0 

“Colonel Le Gallais was heavily engaged 
for five hours with one thousand Boers. 
Knox re-enforced Le Gallais and com- 
pletely defeated the Boers. DewWet and 
Steyn, with the Boe's, left in great haste 
and were pursued some miles to the 
southeast. The enemy broke up into 
small parties. Le Gallais was among the 
killed. Steyn’s secretary, De Villiers, 
was wounded and captured.”

Professor Marbury, of the local weather 
bureau, has analyzed the records. and 
fails to find where there is anything un- 
precedented, or that should occasion sur- 
prise, in the present cold snap.

The aver- 
age date of the first killing frost is No- 
vember 4th. It would have arrived last 
night, but the wind prevented the forma- 
tion of frost.

The average date for it is the lat- 
ter part of October, but it appeared only 
a few days since. We are apt to have 
some more balmy Indian summer weath- 
er.

The forecast for the next thirty-six 
hours is fair and cool. The lowest point 
reached by the thermometer last night 
was 2%. The indications are that Atlanta 
will get about the same temperature to- 
nigh@ unaccompanied by the wind. If it 
is still, there will be a heavy frost in 
the mornfhg. Further south there will be 
a falling temperature, and it will be cold 
clear to the gulf. There was a killing 
frost at Macon, Augusta and Montgom- 
ery yesterday morning.

Editor Conetitution—In an editorial of this 
morning s Constitution, under the caption, 
„Money for Colleges,“ you say that a poor 
boy, with only hit ready brain for security, 
would be very much cut of place“ at Cornell, 
Yale or Harvard. From hearsay I do not 
doubt that this is an injustice to the first 
named universitixes. I know that it is to Har- 
vard. To ree the poor boy” there is the rule, 
rather than the exception. 

There are.at Harvard between four and five 
thousand men. A few of these are very rich. 
There are a few who are lavish in the use 
of money, though not rich. The display, made 
by the comparatively small class, bas given rise 
to the wrong impression, voiced in your Ga- 
torial. The fact that the other merabers of the 
atudent body outnumber them four or Vive to 
one is forgotten. 

The poor boy entering Harvard university 
finds a number of scholarships; from this 
source alone, if he shows himself capable and 
Geserving, he can obtain enough to meet all 
of his expenses. In addition to this, if he 
makes it known that he is willing to work, op- 
pertunities to earn money will be given him 
by the faculty. If he shows himself expecially 
fitted for a particular line of study, he will 
be given at the close of his col- 
lege course what is known, if I 
remember correctly, as “a traveling 
tellowahip.“ This is a sufficient income 
from the university to support him at German 
or foreign universities, best suited to the 
study of his chosen subject. This is done by 
the wniversity with the view to supplying 
capable and well-educated men for the fac- 
ulty. 

The poor boy’’ will also find at Harvard 
univetsity that the money which he receives, 
either from scholarship or work, will last 
longer than elsewhere. Books, fuel, clothing 
and every necessary will be supplied him at 


| cost by the Harvard Co-Operative Society.

Tt Is Said That the State Entomolo- 


Digest May Have To Show 
Citizens’ Names, 


MATTER IS DISCUSSED 


County Board Takes Up Subject.

Growing out of the action of State En- | 
temologist Scott in seizing and burning 
thousands of fruit trees shipped into 
Georgia by the Cumberland nursery of 
Nashville, Tenn., it is probable that the 
state entomologist will be enjoined by the 
agents of the company from further mo- 
jesting the fruit stock shipped from this 
source. a 

The state will in turn seek to place. 
the responsibility where it belongs, and 
the indications are that if this is done 
more than one railroad entering Atlanta 
will be made to understand that it has 
violated the law. 

Under the law the railroads are prohib- 
ned from accepting for shipment ſmto 
Georgia from another state any fruit 
trees that are not labeled with the tag 
of the state entomologist showing it to 
be free from disease and infection. The 
trees confiscated: this week by State En- 
tomologist Scott which came from the 
Nashville nursery were not labeled ac- 


ble. | 
- The state entomologist has reason to 
believe that all the plants shipped from 
Nashville were covered with the San Jose 
scale. Thousands of plants have been 
in during the last month, and 
all of the shipments will of course not be 
apprehended. Through his vigilance the 
entomologist has succeeded in holding up 
more than 30,000 of these plants and the 
last W. % were burned by him at Wood- 
bury yesterday afternoon. 
Interstat: Commerce Involved. 
The seizure of these trees by the state 
is said to involve the law of interstate 
commerce.

box, bundie or package is plainly labeled with 
& certificate of inspection furnished by the 
official entomologist of the state or country 
in which sald stock was grown, and also with 
the official tag of the Georgia state board of 
entomology hereinabove provided) ‘for. Such 
shipments of the nature designated above orig- 
inating in the state of Georgia, need only 
have the certificate of the state entomologist; 
and unless his certificate is attached to each 
and every box, bundle or package of t . 
aa they shall not be accepted for . 

on. 

. Transportation companies shall immedi- 
ately notify the state entomologist, Atlanta, 
Ga., when by oversight, negligence or other- 
wine. any shipment of uncertified stock is re- 
celyed at any station or wharf in the state,

The First Bill To Pass the Legisla- 
ture Went Through Yesterday. 
Next Week’s Committees 
Will Be Hard at 
Work. 


In both senate and house a bill was 
read for the first time yesterday morning 
providing an amendment to the constitu- 
tion which will make the sessions of the 
general assembly biennial instead of an- 
nual, The senate bill by Mr. Berrong, of 
the fortieth, proposes that the legislature 
shall convene only once in two years, but 
makes the session continuous for sixty 
days instead of fifty under the existing 
law. The house bill by Mr. Hogan, of 
Lincoln, which was forecasted in The 
Constitution of yesterday, is similar to 
the senate measure, with the difference 
that the biennial session is to remain 
one of tifty days under its terms. 

With a bill calling for fewer sessions, 
introduced in both houses, the question 
becomes a more important one than ever, 
and while several members were inclined , 
yesterday to estimate the chances of 
either bill's passage at a very low igure, 
the proposition has found numerous 
friends in both houses, It is along a line 
of retrepchment and economy in adminis- 
tering the state’s affairs that has always 
struck a large number of members favor- 
ably. Its advocates claim that all the 
legislation needed by the state can be ac- 
complisned every cther year, and the 
great expense aitached to the meeting of 
the general assembly can be cut in halt 
by the proposed amendment. They urge 
that every year a great amount of time 
is lost before the houses get down to 
work, and that this loss can be obviated 
by the biennial session of sixty days, 
during which fully as much could De ac- 
complished, they belleve, as by the pres- 
ent arrangement. Many strong reasons 
are, of course, being advanced why the 
existing order of things should be main- 
tained, but it is evident that the settle- 
ment of the issue will be one of the inter- 
esting features of the scesion. 

The first bill to pass the legisiature of 
1900 and 1901 got through both houses yes- 
terday morning. It was a local bill, and 
provided for the incorporation of the 
town of Oglethorpe, in Macon county.

Attorney General Terrell Goes to 
- Montgomery County To Argue 
the Case Next Monday. 


Attorney General Terrell will go to 
Montgomery county today to represent 
the state prison commission in the ease 

J. S. Wiggins, a convict, for whom 
the claim has been made that he was 
taken to the penitentiary legally. 

Wiggins was tried for murder in Mont- 
gomery county six months ago and on the 
trial was found guilty of manslaughter 
and sentenced to a term of fifteen years. 
When the sentence was rendered the man 
hegged to be taken to the penitentiary 
at once in order that his term of service 
could begin without delay and the coun- 
ty officers after receiving the consent 
of the prison commission agreed to the 
request. Wiggins was. forwarded to tif 
prison camp before the remittitur from 
the supreme court arrived. There was 
—never any legal form to hia commitment 
to the ‘penitentiary, due altogether to an 
oversight, and now the frienda of the 


ground that he is held in prison W 
legal warrant therefor. 

The case is one of the most singular 
that has arisen in the superior court in 
years, and Attorney General Tertell will 
leave today for Montgomery county to 
represent the state in*the hearing before 
Judge Smith. 

The impression ia that in view of the 
Circumstances’ tho man, Wiggins, al- 
though gullty of manslaughter, will very 
probably escape hia punishment on ge- 
count of the error mado by the county

Bishop Nelson Writes Card on the 
subject, 


Bishop C. K. Nelson has written a card 
in regard to keeping the churches open 
in Atlanta that all who so desire may have 
the privilege of the use of the church daily. 
The Constitution several days ago stated 
that both the Episcopal and Catholic 
ehurches were open at all times for 
prayers, . 

The bishop's card follows: 

Editor Constitution—-My attention hase beeu 
directed to a remark made reecntly in Atlanta 
by a puldic lecturer of distinction. whom I 
did not myself hear as I war not in the eity, 
commending, asa Valuable force for the Uttins 
up the Ute of a community, the free and open 
church. I am told that he praised, as well he 
might, the practice, growing infrequently in 
our own country but of long standing in other 
Chriatian lands, of keeping the church oper all 
day for the private devotions of any who might 
resort thither as well as for frequent publiv 
Be TV ieee. I regret not to have heard from 
a stranger the confirmation of a Ufe-long effort 
of my own, for In the twenty-five years of my 
ministry the churches for which I was respon. 
sible have been open dally. 

My purpose in referring to this subject is to 
dea justice where through lack of information 
or local trait the respected lecturer fell Into 
a too common error that but one communion 
in the city bears witnesr to the freedom of 
the gospel and endeavors daily to meet the 
need of souls longing for the help which 
comes through access to God in prayer and 
sacrament. 

Atlanta, a« by thie time 
any attentive reader of your religious notices 
would know. . 

Five vears ago the Cathedral of the Holy 
Trinity (formerly St. Philip's church, not St. 
Phuip’s cathedral). was ordered to he opened 
every day of the year and all day, and from 
that time to the present, through the cordial 
and voluntary co-operation of my clergy, there 
hay not been one day without opportunity for 
beth public and private prayer within Its 
walls. It is due these faithful men that this 
fact should be known; and it is a very great 
satiefaction to be alle to publish the lafor- 
mation that this great city has at its very 
center (opposite the capitol, on the corner 
of Wathington and Hunter street), a chureh 
Which daily testifies to the value of a sound 
faith and of a holy lite, in the midst of the
